And by “1 i v e” he means 
people — outer, space people, 
people who may live on planets 
f like ours on the other side of 
the Milky Way. 


Hoyle- thinks it’s highly prob¬ 
able that such planets and, peo¬ 
ple do exist. So do a lot of 
other scientists. 

They think some of the radio 
./waves hitting the earth right 
■ iiow contain messages from 
those people and there is some 
•/scientific effort under way to 
decipher these messages, to 
i tune in those radio waves, 
waves which would also trans¬ 
mit pictures. 

What could we see and hear 
[ on this “celestrial” television? 

Hoyle, in his new book, Of 
Men and Galaxies (University 
J of Washington Press), says 
| some of these outer space civili¬ 
zations have evolved further 
! than we and would therefore be 
able to tell us, for example, how 
to pvoid a nuclear war. 

During an interview here, 
Hoyle said he wasn’t so worried 
about mankind destroying itself 
in a nuclear war—“it's the bore-, 
dom that worries me,” he said. 

Boredom of the human race 
in our technological, organiza¬ 
tion-oriented civilization is what 
he said worried him. 

“And landing a man on the 
moon doesn’t do much for me,"' 
he said. “I’d rather see us 
climb Mount Everest.” 

But he said the attempt and 
attainment of establishing com-* 
munication with other people in 
other solar-like systems would 
amount to a new frontier in 
stimulation and interest, not to 
mention the prospect of finding 
answers to fate - of - mankind 
questions that now plague us. 

He said he didn’t think we 
would be aJble to personally visit 
those other inhabited planets; 
since they are too far away and 
might iake 10,000 or 1,000,000 
years to find. 

“But pictures would be 
enough,” said the Plumian pro¬ 
fessor of astronomy and experi¬ 
mental philosophy at Cambridge 
/University. 


UFO Believed 
Russian Satellite 


The enigma of a brilliant ob¬ 
ject in northern Alberta skies 
last month appears to be solved. 

Local astronomical authorities 
•say that it may have been a 
Russian satellite re-entering the 
earth’s atmosphere.

It is believed that the sighting 
appears to coincide with the re¬ 
entry decay of a Russian satel¬ 
lite in terms of timing, position^ 
and direction of movement. 

Meanwhile the Research Coun¬ 
cil is investigating widespread 
reports of a meteorite sighting 
during the week.

Cop Unmasks Youth As Spaceship 
Hoaxer _ 

Glassboro, N.J. - The creator of 
the "spaceship" that triggered an 
invasion-from-Mars scare here last 
September found that earthly jus¬ 
tice is tempered with mercy. 
Municipal Court Judge Lawrence My¬ 
ers, last night, ordered Michael 
Hallowich, 18, to &10 court costs 
but he suspended a ^50 fine for 
disorderly conduct. 

Hallowich, who lives in a boarding 
house in the 100 block of Prince¬ 
ton St., confessed he was respon¬ 
sible for the spaceship hoax that 
caused widespread alarm and in¬ 
tense probes in this Gloucester 
county community. 

Judge Myers suspended the fine af¬ 
ter Detective Capt. Philip Coppo- 
lino said: "I don't want to see 
the boy hurt. But I dnn't appre¬ 
ciate the trouble the police dep¬ 
artment had to go through because 
of the hoax. 

"if the kid can get back into 
school and use his talents in edu¬ 
cating himself, he might develop 
into something." 

Coppolino said he was recently 
reading a newspaper account of the 
incidents and his eyes did a dou¬ 
ble take when he spotted the name 
-- Michael Hallow — in the story. 
"I put two and two together and 
figured this must be Michael Hal¬ 
lowich," Coppolino said. "I'd been 
suspicious of him from the very 
start because I know he like to 
fool around with chemicals and 
make rockets and stuff like that." 
The detective questioned Hallowich 
and was told: 

The youth and two friends were 
camping overnight when Hallowich 
decided to create a "spaceship 
landing site." He maintained his 
friends had nothing to do with 
the resulting work. 

Hallowich dug a hole for "the 
blast-off area," then dug smaller 
holes to simulate marks for a tri¬ 
pod. He broke branches off near¬ 
by trees to make it appear the 
ship had landed and then took off. 
He poured kerosene into the larger 
hole, set it afire and then set 


off gunpowder in all the holes. 
Hallowich next sprinkled a small 
amount of radium dioxide around 
the site to make it appear radio¬ 
active. 

Hallowich then came across Ward 
Campbell, Jr., 11, and his brother 
Don, 8, who had been fishing in 
the area and told them he had seen 
a "red glowing object" land a 
half-mile away. 

The boys bit, located a patch of 
charred ground 20 feet in diameter 
containing a crater 2 feet deep in 
the center and with three indenta¬ 
tions about 25 feet apart forming 
a triangle. They told their fat¬ 
her, Ward, Sr., of 30 S. Delsea Dr. 
who called police. 

Coppolino said the police depart¬ 
ment was soon flooded with calls 
inquiring about the UPO. 

Throngs of curious spectators gath¬ 
ered at the scene. And investiga¬ 
tions began by the U.S. Information 
Agency, the Air Force, a few col¬ 
lege professors and just plain 
flying object buffs.

(CP) Persons vfho re¬ 
ported seeing a fireball in the 
Ottawa sky Oct.19 were in all like r 
lihood witnessing the death of the 
Soviet satellite Cosmos 31, North 
American Air Defence Command says. 
The satellite was launched June 6 
1964. 

Norad said that during the final 
stages of its in orbit the 

dying satellite re-entered the 
earth's atmosphere and glowed from 
friction between its skin and the 
atmosphere. 

When seen over Ottawa, the satel¬ 
lite was on its 2,160th orbit of 
the earth. It finally burned up 
in the atmosphere over the north¬ 
eastern U.S. some Ho minutes later. 
After the original reports, NORAD 
Hq,. at Colorado Springs, Colo., 
asked persons who had clearly seen 
the fireball to report their imp¬ 
ressions to the Canadian defence 
department. 

The 15 replies were sent to NORAD'S 
space detection and tracking sys¬ 
tem centre for analysis. This 
centre correlates data from radars, 
cameras and telescopes, catalogues 
all man-made objects in s&pce and 
predicts with the aid of computers 
the orbits of satellites.

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METEORITES - FIREBALL 3HOWER ON

Chase, P.C. - (Special) - Night 
turned into day for 30 frightening 
seconds last night when a huge 
earthbound fireball roared over 
this lumbertown deep in the 3.0. 
interior 350 miles east of Van¬ 
couver. 

The object from snace, probably a 
large meteorite, shook houses in 
this community of 1,400 as it 
lighted up the sky in a thunderous 
path stretching from.the northern 
Peace River country to the south- 
central Kootenays. 

Dr. Kenneth 0. Wright, assistant 
director of the Dominion Astro- 
physical Observatory at Victoria, 
said it was probably a meteor 
shower. The last of such magni¬ 
tude, he said, occurred about 
1913. 

He explained such flaming objects 
are called meteors while in the 
air and meteorites if they hit the 
ground without vaporizing. Fire¬ 
ball is the term most people use 
when they watch, a meteor flaming 
through the sky. 

Reports of flashes came from 
points as far away as Spokane, 
Wash., to the south, Pincher 
Creek, Alta., to the east and Fort 
St. John in northeastern 3.C. 
Caused Fires - Two fires, one in 
a nearby lumberyard, flared here 
seconds after the fireball flashed 
by at "hundreds •. of miles an hour" 
and disappeared.

Reeves told of seeing a robot- 
type creature with human-like 
features. He said it wore a 
canvas-like suit with a glass 
dome helmet.

He said 
the machine took off straight up 
and disappeared within 10 seconds 
He said he found two pieces of 
thick paper that the robot drop¬ 
ped. There was strange writing 
on them.

But the Comox Indians tell of a 
hairy white race that -wiped out an 
entire village of women and child¬ 
ren by throwing them over the 
plateau.

Hiyu Cultus Illahe is Comox Indian 
for Forbidden Plateau--a 100-square 
mile wilderness on British Colum¬ 
bia's Vancouver Island. 

It is 16 miles west of Courtenay 
and before 1925, was known only to 
prospectors and timber cruisers. 

For generations Indians shunned 
the area where peaks range as high 
as 7,000 feet. 

In the beginning, long before the 
white man came to North America-- 
the Comox Indians lived on the 
delta of the Courtenay River. They 
led a happy life--fishing and hunt¬ 
ing was good--and the climate was 
pleasant. But one day tales of a 
fearful invader shook the communi¬ 
ty. Knowing a battle was coming, 
the Comox warriors gathered their 
women and children and sent them to 
the Forbidden Plateau. On their 
return, all they found was blood¬ 
stained snow. The women and child¬ 
ren were never seen again. 

But at least one Indian apparently 
survived the encounter with the 
feared plateau white men. Many 
years ago, as an old man, he told 
his story to a white settler. 

The hairy giants took him to their 
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camp, and after he attempted to 
escape, they threw him over the 
cliff. He managed ,tq grab branch¬ 
es to break his fail, but was 
knocked unconscious by the impact 
and eventually was found by a fish¬ 
ing party. 

"Hiyu Cultus Illahe," the battered 
Indian told his people--"The For¬ 
bidden Plateau." 

The Plateau is a hunter's paradise. 
Deer and bear roam the lush wilds 
and the rivers are filled with 
trout. Sportsmen looking, for game 
and adventure find the area hardly 
changed from the time of its 
creation. But despite this, to 
the modern day Indian, the .area is 
Hiyu Cultus Illahe. (The Halifax

1. Man's space travel has been a 
total failure, the Russians and 
the-Americans know it, but 
conceal the fact. 

2. A man could not live more than 
five days in a state of weight¬ 
lessness and "it is useless to 
send him to the moon as he 
would be dead on arrival. 

3. All astronauts have undergone 
great physical harm and now 
suffer from mental trouble.
